CLASS “A’”—VI PROJET 
“A SUMMER RESTAURANT” 


A restaurant is to be built which will cater to a wealthy class desiring a novel place to dine, away from the city, but still 
providing the usual cabaret attractions of music, dancing, etc., in a gay outdoor setting. ‘The site is a shoal spot in a river to 
be filled in forming an island about 100 feet'from the bank. The shape of it is left entirely to the designer. It must, however, 
be contained within a rectang'e 450 feet long, parallel to the river bank and 300 feet wide. 


The shape of the island, its approaches by land and water, the placing of the pool and outdoor stage, the shaded walks and 
grounds from the plan, with the restaurant as the focal point from which the amusement features can be readily enjoyed and a 
magnificent river view obtained. 


Requirements: 


A restaurant with terraces; kitchen, etc., including vestibule, coat rooms and toilets, approximately 1/3 the area of the 
restaurant, 


A sheltered landing for small boats and launches. 

An outdoor stage with background and wings of clipped evergreens, spot-lighted from the restaurant. 

A swimming pool, which may have a naturalistic shore line, placed so that events can be readily viewed from the restaurant. _ 
Shaded walks and small park spaces. 

Parking space for motors is to be on the mainland.

CLASS “B’—VI PROJET 
“AN OPEN-AIR THEATRE” 


‘The site chosen for this structure is a romantic forested glade in a large city park, where the natural slopes and other 
conditions lend themselves readily to the purpose in mind. The theatre proper, that is the seating bowl, is to be the logical and 
harmonious development of those conditions, with as little change as possible, except by way of rendering orderly and monumental 
the features of an informal landscape. 


_ .The level of the topmost row of seats is to correspond roughly with the crest of the surrounding slopes, while the orchestra 
pit is to be approximately level with the flat at the foot of the slopes. There will be, therefore, only one architectural elevation 
of any considerable height, namely that of the mass of building made up of the stage with its splendid wall and its’ various 
accessories. ‘The rest of the theatre may be defined and enriched by balustrades, porticos, pergolas, walls or other appropriate 
architectural features of comparatively modest dimensions. As the principal public approach will be from below, the stairs, 
ramps, terraces, or other features by which the upper levels are to be reached are an important part of the program. 


The practical requirements are elastic, but emphasis is laid both on the ample seating capacity and on the beauty and 
convenience of the stage. In conjunction with the public portions adequate vestibules and retiring rooms will be necessary. 
In connection with the stage, numerous dressing rooms with their dependencies must be provided, and also a large reception or 
“Green” room, and two good-sized rooms for chorus work and rehearsals. 


The stage is to be one hundred feet in width. The greatest dimension of the theatre as a whole is not to exceed three 
hundred feet, not including the approaches,

CLASS “B”—VI ANALY TIQUE 
“A SMALL TRIUMPHAL ARCH” 


The Romans, besides erecting triumphal arches of large size to commemorate victories or in honor of their emperors, built 
many smaller ones to record such events as the opening of a new port, the completion of a highway, or to honor some official 
of secondary rank. Arches of this nature were built at Pola, Benevento, Ancona, Aosta and elsewhere in Italy. Arches of like 
nature were built later in France, Spain and in the United States. Such an arch is the subject of this competition. 

It is to be situated at the entrance to a mole or pier. The material is to be stone or marble and the architecture is to 
be monumental in character. The arch may be ornamented with bas-reliefs, tablets or inscriptions and may be surmounted 
with statues or a group of moderate dimensions. 

The greatest horizontal dimension of the structure is not to exceed sixty feet.
